Loudon Daily Press. 
Jennings’ London Letter to the New York Wortd. 


An article in the Quarterly Review on the 
newspaper press has given rise to a good deal 
cf comment, and seems incidentally to have 
excited the ire of Mr. Sala, though why, it 
would be hardtotell. [donot know who 
wrote the article in the Quarterly, but I have 
read it, and it appears to me to be a very fair 
summary of newspaper history. Mr. Sala 
tauebs at the reviewer for saying that a mem- 
ber of tbe staffof a London daily paper ‘‘is 
able without much difficulty or very hard 
work to earn frum fifteen to :wenty guineas a 
week.’’ No doubt Mr. Salais able to exrn a 
greatdeatmere than this—perh ‘ps at least 

twice as much; butnot from one paper. fhe 
reviewer’s stutement is accurate enough 80 
far asii govs. A writer for the press—not an 
editor—can without hard work earn the 
amount nemed,and with bard work he may

There is, moreover, a growing desire to have 
a mun’s pame put to his work, exceptin the 
daily papers, which doubtless will adhere for 
some time to come to the anonymous system, 
Even with them, however, the names of spec- 
ial correspondents are perfectly well known 
tothe public.

MUSIC BOXEs. 


Something About the Construction of 
the Delightful Instruments. 
From the New Yerk Times. 

Has it ever occurred to anybody to raise the 
question why American ingenuity and skill 
are notturned to popularizing the music- 
box? That instrument isso peculiarly an 
article of luxury that probably not one in five 
of even music: loving persons ever see it, the 
price ranging from $ 100 to $1,000, and even 
$1,500. Yetitis literally whatits direct and 
graphic name implies. For purity of tone 
terbaps notbing equals it, unless its rival is 
the finest of glass. Its sweetness, delicacy, 
snd peculiarly bubbling limpidi'y charm every 
ear 10 which the slightest musical sensibility 
has been given, and even the cheap instru- 
ments which can render but two or three 
airs are seductive. The mechanism of its 
construction is of the simplest character. A 
brass cylinder ha\ ing its cir- 
cumference studded with short 
steel pins is slowly revolved by a train 
of wheels aciuated bya spring, and these 
points successively catch anu lift the tecth of 
a fixed steel **comb,’’ the teeth of which are 
weighted on oneside, 80 that when released 
by the cylinder—which acts like a cam—each 
tooth is set in vibration by its own electrici- 
ty. Each tooth is also beveled on each side 
to a narrow point,so that the fine spurs on 
the cylinder may pass between the teeth, ex- 
cept when the r:gut +pur comes around. One 
narrow strip along the lengthof the cylinder 
(which strip marks the end of each air or 
strain) )s bare of spurs, and the change of 
air is eflected by simply sliding the cylinder 
a little to bring the spurs into a 
new  posilion’§ relative to the _ teeth. 
The spurs or pins themselves are disposed 
over the surface of the cy'inager in a mostir- 
recular manner, apparently without the least 
order or design; but ifthere were no design 
the box would give forth ooly a jumble of 
sounds. Oneairrequires acertain number of 
spurs, disposedin certain relative positions, 
and when this airis to be payed all otherspurs 
pass between the teeth of the comb; each 
shifting of the evlinder brings a different 
set of +pursinto position tocatch the teeth, 
andthrows out of acilonthe set last used. 
The clock-work and the construction of the 
ccinb itself are easy matters of detail, aad the 
c\linderis not the puzzle it seems. It is 
marked around with fine lines at distances 
apart exac'ly corresponding tothe distance 
between the ends of the teeth inthe comb; 
hence, whenever any one of these linescomes 
justoppositetbeend of any particular tooth, 
every spurinthbat line will sound that tooth, 
and the order of the soundings with refer- 


| ence to the otber notes will depend upon 


the position of those spurs in theircircle. Of 
course, each shifting of the cylinderto iight 
or left brirgs «a newset of circ'es and spurs 


| into “gear”? and throws others out, so that 


different teeth are touched; by having new 
c\iinders toinsert, the same box can be made 
to play an indefinite numberof tunes. (Al- 
most identically the same mechanism is used 
in the torture-box known as the common 
street-organ, except that, in order to 
produco a prolonged note the lifting 
-pur is made a flat strip of metalin the form 
of tbree sides of a rectangie of varying 
lengtb.) Itwould be impossible by verbal 
description to convey a clear ideaof the 
metbod of setting the little spurs in place on 
the cylinder for each particular tune; suffice 
it to say that the processes are all well 
adapted to American ways of manufacture. 
sy the aid of machinery, applied with the 
skill which 1s characteristically American, 
this most exquisite of melodious delights 
might be produced, it seems to us, at such 
prices as 10 popularize its use. 


Prison Torture in New York. 
Syracuse Special to New York Herald. 

The testimony befure the board of Super- 
visors’ special committee investigating the 
(Onondaga County Penitentiary to-day was of 
astartling character. Anex-oonvict named 
Bowers was sworn, and told a dreadful tale of 
punishments inflicted. Subsequently Peter 
Drum, formeriy a keeper, was called, and 
testified. Helaid particular stress upon the 
case of the insane boy Perkins. For some 
slight misconduct the iron cap was placed 
upon his head, and he wasthen placed inthe 
“buck.’’ This punishment is effected by 
handcuffing the prisoner and stretching his 
locked arms over the knees. A box is then run 


through between his knees and over his arms. | 


He was then lifted upon the stools. He was 
kept there for ten ortwelve minutes, until he 
commenced to vell. Supt. Spaulding then 
came ip, and seeing Perkins’ face all bloody 
from the cap, asked whatthe boy had been 
doing. Spaulding, being informed, said that 
he wouldfixhim. He took a rawhide and 
whipped the boy until he was tired. The boy 
stood itso wellthat Mr.Spaulding took him 
to the north wing and hung him to arailing by 
his thumbs or wrists and flogged him 
with a **paddie.’”?’ The boy’s feet were not 
upon the floor. The cap was not taken 
off until after he was ‘‘bucked.’’ ‘The 
paddle is a_ flat board which was 
used uponthe boy’s flesh. Spaulding struck 
him until he wastired. The next morning 
Mr. Spaulding asked how Perkins was. The 
witness replied thatthe boy wascrazy, He 
was removed several times and finaily put 
in the dungeon. He was confined there un- 
tilthe stench was unendurable. He was 
taken out and washed, and ia doing so it was 
found tbat his back was striped and blis- 


_ tered. About three weeks after the whip- 


ping Perkins was declared to be insane and 
was removed to Auburn. Superintendent 
Spaulding was present, but did not gainsay 
the testimony, which found ready credence, 
it was told so frankly and so connectedly. 


Winslow in South America. 
Boston Special to the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Advices just received here go to snow that 
the fugitive Rey. Ezra D. Winslow, forger, 
who ran away from Boston with over $500,- 
000, is now editor of the Buenos Ayres Her- 
ald, in South America. The evidence shows 
that after the English Government refused to 
surrender him he went to South America, 
where he assumed the name of Lowe, and 
became agreat church member and ageat of 
the National Bank Note Company, of New 
York. By credit he got control of the Buen- 
os Ayres Herald, and gota fat billetasa 
mediator between the Argentine Confedera- 
tion and Chili, out of which 
be reaped a good harvest with certain 
bankers. A short time since he published a 
long obituary of his wife, at presen! livingin 
this city, and went into mourning, but soon 
after marrieda_ sixteen-year-old girl, the 
daughter of a wealthy family in ‘Buenos 
Ayres. Last month the fact of the existence 
of the first wife reached Buenos Ayres, and 
there was trouble in his new family. He 
smoothed matters by claiming that wife No. 
1 had been divorced, when the contrary isthe 
fact. and he still continues to “‘roll in clover.’’ 
Investigation here goes to show thata few 
weeks since he wrete to parties here offering 
to place $15,000 in the bands of wife No. 1 if 
she would geta divorce from him. She is 
almost broken-hearied, and a _ physical 
wreck, but yet is disposed to continue her 
burden without complaint, although her 
friends and _ relatives have advised her 
to get a divorce from ber notorious hus-

Elizabeth Thompson was born at Lausanne. 


Her mother isa lady highly endowed for art; 


her father was the friend of Charles Dickens 
Her early 


and other eminent literary men. 
years were divided between Italy and Mng- 


iand—tbe wirters spent in the sunshine of 


the South, the summers in the fields of Kent. 
Mr. Tbompson devoted himself to the educa- 
tion of his two daughters, and attendea to 
their physical as to their mental and arti stic 
training. - Elizabeth Thompson and her 
younger and gifted sister were taught to play 
billiaads, cricket, and to be first-rate marks- 
women. Thechild who was to be the battle 
painter of her day early showed the fas-ina- 
tion exercised on her imagination by scenes 
of war. Asthe father read history to his lit- 
tle girls in the nursery, she scribbied repre- 
sentations of horses and soldiers tighting, fly- 
ing, camping out. Some of these childishly 
drown horses and figures—still carefully pre- 
terved—show action and vigor; the horses 
run ana the soidiers fight. 

At fifteen, Miss Thompson made a short 
stay in the South Kensington Schools of Art, 
but the weariness of copying outline designs 
overcame ber; she left, and soon after re- 
ceived her first lessensin oil painting from 
Mr. Standish. Later on she returned to the 
South Kensington Schools, no longer as an 
elementary student, but passing on at once to 
the lifeclass. She also became a member of 
the Sketching Club. Fellow students still 
remember those spirited little pen and ink 
drawings of artillery and infantry in action, 
in tlight, in repose, that used to be passed 
from hand to hand during the hour allowed 
at midday for luncheon and recreation. 
Meanwhile, Miss Thompson tried her luck 
with exhibitions. Her first Water colors were 
rejected by the Society of British Artists, but 
the followirg )ear the Dudley Gallery hung 
a vigorous sketch, **Bavarian Artillery Go- 
ing into Action.” 

At the age of twenty-two, Miss Thompson 
returned to Florence with her family. There 
she studicd under the able guidance of Signor 
Balucci. She divided hertime between her 
master’s studio and the clioisters of the 
churches, copying the incomparable frescoes 
of Andrea del Surto and Francia Bigio. Tae 
following autumn saw the completion of her 
fitst picture, the *“*Visitation.’? Exhibited at 
Rome, it Wwonan bonorabie mention. Sent 
upfor exhibition at the Royal Academy, it 
was rejected by the council and returned to 
the artist With a hole through the sky. Miss 
Tbhompson’s second picture, the following 
year, WaS again rejected; but this time it re- 
turned to ber uninjured. The third year she 
Was more successful; her picture, **Missing,’’ 
was accepted. The scene represented a wide 
landscape, traversed by a suldier on horse- 
back, leading home the sinking figure of a 
wounded and missing comrade. The picture 
was bung high; but it attracted the attention 
of those who look beyond theline. Critics 
also noticed aboutthis time some spirited 
water-colors exhibited in various galleries. 

Miss Thompson now received her first com- 
mission; it came from a gentleman inthe 
north. The subject of the picture was left to 
the artist’s choice. Miss Thompson chose 
the calling of the roil after an engagement in 
the Crimea, The theme had long haunted 
ber imagination. She set to work upon it 
with ardor. The fate of this picture is mat- 
ter of history.

er. After the house was finished the Bowers’ 
went to Europe for upholstery and furniture. 
The house cost about $100,000 to build and 
the furniture costabout as much more. [t 
was asimple proposition with Bowers to have

He bad about him some bad advisors in those 
Gays, and they led him intoail sorts of ex. 
travagance. Ile was open: hearted and liber- 
alas tne day and the mansion became a fayor- 
iteresort. He was never happier than when 
he bad a big crowd in his parlors and drink. 
inghischampagne. He gave grand suppers, 
bails ana receptions,and the bigger the crowd 
the better be liked it.

Natural Gas. 
From the Baltimore American. 

Thecity of Bradford, Pa., and other places 

in the neighborhood are all lighted and heat- 


found tobe unproductive. The force of the 
gas was such that when lighted a pillar of 
fire fifty feet high was formed, with a roar 
that could be heard for a mile or more. The 
well had been purniny for a long time before 
the feasibility of utilizing it was thought of. 
A company was formed for the purpose of 
carryingthe gasintothecity, and itis now 
distributed all over the placein pipes. A gas 
pipe witb jets attached is run into the parlor 
or kitchen stove, and when afire is wanted a 
ligbted match is thrown in and the gas turned 
op. The gas possesses great heating qualities, 
and apartments are warmed as quickly and 
better than if coal was used, or 1l- 
luminating purposes it was not so good at 
first, but processes for refining were ap- 
plied, and now the natural illuminator is un- 
surpassed by the finest artificial gas. It is 
so cheap—being supplied ata monthly rate, 
instead otf by the thousand—that the people 
seldom put out their lights. It is burned al! 
day and night in stores, hotels, private 
houses, and even in the streets, municipal 
moonlight being unknown. Gas wells have 
come to be more valuable than oil wells, and 
the sudden and phenomenal appearance of 


consternation among the owner and con- 
summers. Afew days ago one of the wells 
ceased in its gas supply, and on examination 
it was found to be half full of oil. Fifteen 
barrels of excellent crude oll were pumped 
out, and the gas flowedagain. (ne or two 
ofthe otber Wells bave exhibited the same 
phenomenon, and it is necessary to pump 
out the oil daily before the yas will flow. 
The sudden appearance of. oil in territory 
that was considered dry has not yet been 
satisfactorily explained.

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The British Museum as It Is. 
From the London News, Dec. 15. 


The condition of the British Museum Is now 
rather bewildering toany old habitue who may 
not have visited it for some little time. Tae 
spot sacred of old to the stuffed beasts, which 
were the admiration and the terror of sma'!! 
children brought to see them, is now invaded 
by curiosities of a verv different nature. 
From one part of the room, a’ the top of the 
staircase, the beasts have been rutblessly ban- 
ished, and in their places stand cises Con- 
taining splendid specimens of (riental armor 
and valuable examples of glass and pottery. 
Where the great carnivora once ¢lared upon 
the visitors to the Museum thestudent can now 
delight himself by the study of Kkbodian ware 
and rare majolica. The gazelies and gorillas 
have been displaced to make room for Weap- 
ons such as those with which Sobral and Rus- 
tum fought their fata! fight by the banks of 
yellow Oxus, as told by Mr. Matthew Ar- 
nold. The galleries devoted to the exhibi- 
tion of geological specimens, of fossils and 
shells, are sternly closed up, and when they 
are reopened tbey will be found to contain 
many of the treasures Of Greek and Etruscan 
art which bave been long hidden from the 
livnt of day in the cellars of the Museum. 
Allthe birds, beasts and tishes which have 
so long delighted children and country cous- 
ips are moved away tothe Museum at Ken- 
sington, out of the way of the great mass of 
people whom they amused and instructed, 
whbo wiil be creat losers by an uofortunate 
change. Happily, the British Museum itself 
gains by the space acquired in which to dis- 
play some of its hitherto concealed wealth,
